Dear ¥r. Brooks:

On May 15, 1046 I advised Mr., (isevius by airmail
that I had received a cable from Fretz & Wasmuth nuthoriiing
me to conclude & contract with yvou and that I had advised
you and was awalting your proposed draft. 1In this iletter
I raised the following éuestions:

l. Had (isevius retsined the Bnglish language
rights and should the contract be negotiated in his
name and what was the relation of Fretz & Wasmuth to
the English language rights, if any?

2. Is it agreed that Houghton Mifflin should
negotiate, suhénct to Giseviust approval, for the
British rights )

I quote in full my point 3,

n5. 1 believe we ares all now in agreement that
Houghton Mifflin should bring ocut the material included
in your first and second Swiss volumes. I believe,
however, that we must leave to their judgment whether
to do this in one or two volumes and, 1if so, what
material to include. I fully agree that we should
abandon the idez of merely adding to the material in
the first 8Swiss volume a chapter on July S0th and
that the material should be considered as a whole.
Houghton Mifflin is now committed to do everything
possible to make the book & success and their judgement
i3 better than yours or mine =3 to haw to do this,
They are preparsd to consult with us both and naturally
you, as author, have an artistic interest in thg gropor
presentation of the story. My practical Suggestion
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is this: that vou send over in the Jerman a typewritten
copy of the material as you prepare it for the second
gwiss volume, thus giving Houghton Mifflin as early as
possible a chance to see as mich naterial as nossible.
Then I would suggest that, if possible, when you are in
Pngland you make a trip to the United States for finsal
consultation with the publisher. I will do everything
possible to help in securing the visa but we should
start on this relatively soon.?

4. Point four dealt with the question of taxes,
license t- renit payments and whether payment should be
made to disevius or to Fretz & wasmuth.

5. Point five dealt with newspaper syndication,
magazine rights, etc. and peposed that these be handled
by Houghton Mifflin on behslf of the author.

I have received todav a cable from Fretz & wasmuth

reading as follows, which obviously refers to my letter:

nConclude contract American edition walt further

instructions concerning British editlon. Agree with

point three. The most important chapter second volume

arrive latest end June. V¥orld copyright in our hand

we de:l with author and pay all income tax here,

Agree with your arrangement newspaper copyptihts.

Please airmail settled conditions for drawing up

contract.”

vhis morning I received your letter of ¥sy P0th

with the enclosed draft of contract, which I propose to send
on to the suthor and to Fretz & wasmuth as soon &3 7 have
cleared with you the following points:

(a) Should not paragraph 1 be limited to the
Fnglish language rights for the Imited States and ranada?

(b) After "translations®™ 1n paragraph 1 I would
suggest we add something somewhat as follows:

rand publication rights in countries
other than the United States and Canada™.

(c) Omit from paragraph 1 "with any existing copy-
rights thereof andn.
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(d) Insert "Canada" for "elsewhere”.

(¢) Delete Many country in which copyright 1s
taken" and insert "either of said countries'.

For your convenience I attach a suggested revision
of this paragraph.

I am not sure as to whéther under the arrangements
with the Swiss publishers the author cun agree to 4(a) or 7(b).

¥ith regard to 7(c), it has been my understzanding,
but I may have been mistaken in this, that the publisher's
commission for these particular rights would be 104, not 157,
and I had so indicated to the suthor.

Would you let me have your views on the foregoing
points and I shall then communicate immediately with the author
and with Fretz & Wasmuth. It may be that if Fretz % Wasmuth
have the world rights, it would be more expeditious in the future

if you would communicate directly with then.
